WHAT THEY REVEAL. 


T sise the end of the summer, bag. 


sitting in a slow suburban train 

realised that we were passing the back- 
gardens of houses built on a certain road along 
which I was accustomed often to take my way. 

I knew the front aspect of these houses well 
by sight, and had many times thought how 
 Frríona alike they were as I walked between 
them. Each had ite two bow windows down- 
stairs and its nicely painted hall-door, its short 
path from the gate, and its 4 bit of garden 
enclosed by railings. Even the blinds were 
drawn to exactly the same height, and the 
curtains fell in graceful folds behind ene 
window as behing another. Certainly, the 
brasses on some hall-doors had attained to a 
greater brilliancy than those on others, and 
the windows of certain houses were open top 
and bottom, ‘while in others they remained 
hermetically sealed. But, in spite of these 
very slight differences, the houses looked 
exactly alike to the caspal passer-by, and, 
having many times noted this fact, I was the 
more amazed at the revelations of the back- 
gardens. 

They should have differed just as little as 
did the houses to which they belonged, for 
they were all the same length and the same 
width, and were bounded by walls of exactly 
the same height; yet no two gardens were 
alike. One of them had every available inch 
sown with vegetables, which left no room for a 
flower, however hardy. Another garden was 
a regular blaze of flowers, gladdening the eye 
with its wealth of colour : but in that plot of 
ground there were no vegetables sown.

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CATTLE MARKETS 


DUBLIN METROPOLITAN CATTLE, 
North Oircular road, Thursday.—Supplies of 
stock in both divisions of market were slightly 
over’ lest week's entries, but not to such an 
extent as to appreciably infinence trade. How- 
ever, recent arrivals and sales of Cenadian 
cattle appear to have set the ball rolling 
again, so to speak, as previously several ship- 
pers were holding off in a state of hesitancy, 
and the trade for these cattle seems to have 
hed rather an qnesmsngng, sort. There were, 
consequently, more cross-Channel men in evi- 
dence here to-day, and the usual good follow- 
ing of home butchers and dealers. Trade 
throughout was dominated by a keener tone 
for secondary to prime classes of stock, but 
rough and storish sorts remain as difficult as 
ever to cash. Prices for cattle, and also the 
nicer qualities of butchers’ sheep, took a more 
or less desrer trend. The offtake was of con- 
siderably Jarger dimensions than previously. 
With regard to Canadian cattle, these one 
mente appear to mean fmore than actually 
meeta the eye. Most of the recent arrivals 
were finished cattle up to 12 ewt., and en- 
tering them as stores seems to have been a 
means of getting a wider distribution for 
slaughter than was possible by entering them 
as fet cattle, under which latter conditions 
they would have to be slaughtered at Merk- 
lands (Clyde) or Birkenhead, in due course on 
arrival. However, this trade, whether in 
store or fat cattle, is not likely to interfere 
seriously with the Irish cattle industry, 60 
far as can be seen. The number of store cattle

YESTERDAY'S CASES IN THE COURTS. 


KICKED A DETONATOR. 
——— tam 
WORKMAN’S CLAIM FOR 
INJURY. 


In the Court of Appeal, before the Master 
of the Rolls, Lord Justice Ronen, and Lord 
Justice O'Connor, yesterday, an appeal by the 
defendant, or respondent, in the Workmen's 
Compensation Act case of Byrne vy. Campbail 
was heard. It was an appeal brought by the 
defendant, Owen Campbell, farmer, of Ballin- 
fall, Dundalk, Co. Louth, from a decision of 
County Court Judge Johnston in favour of the 

laintiff, or applicant, John Byrne, farm 
asa of Killark, Coolderry, Co. Monaghan, 
who sought compensation for personal injuries 
sustained by him while in the respondent's 
employment on the 9th of August last. 

It appeared that while the applicant was 
forking hay in the respondent's haggard, 
along with the respondent, he noticed what he 
thought was @ screw or a bolt on the ground, 
and gave it a kick. It exploded, and" a 
splinter, or pert of it, went into his left eye. 
He was brought to a doctor, and he aiter- 
wards went to the Eye and Ear Hospital in 
Dublin. He lost the sight of the eye, which 
had to be taken out. It was not a bomb 
that he kicked, but a detonator that must 
have been, as he said, for exploding a bomb. 
His explanation was that the irregulars were 
camping in the haggard about a month before 
the accident, and must have left it behind. 

The County Court Judge found that, under 
the special circumstances of the case and 
the facts proved—and especially the fact that 
no explanation was given by the r dent 
of the circumstances under which the men 
were camping in his haggard—the applicant 
was injured by an accident arising out of, and 
in the course of, his employment. 

Mr. M. Maguire, with whom was Mr. 
Lardner, K.C. (instructed Messrs. William 
Smyth and Son), appeared for the appellant ; 
and Serjeant Hanna and Mr. Geoghegan (in- 
structed by Mr. Michael Hearty) for the 
applicant. 

The Court dismissed the appeal, with costs, 
affirming the decision of the County Court 


Judge.

THE INCHICORE CASE AGAIN. 


In the Court of Appeal | ce the case 
of the King (Bowman) v. Healy and anothe. 
came before the Master of the Rolls, Lord 
Justice Ronan, and Lord Justice O'Connor, 
on a motion to have the case put in the list for 
re-hearing. It was an appeal, which was 
dismissed last sittings, from a decision of the 
King’s Bench Division refusing to set aside 
the award of the Umpire (Mr. Joseph Healy) 
confirming the decision of the Insurance 
Offieer (Major Fuge) in the case in which the 
prosecutor, Mr. Bowman, a boiler-maker in 
the employment of the Great Southern and 
Western Railway Company at the Inchicore 
Carriage and Wagon Building and Repairing 
Works, sought unemployment benefit under 
the provisions of the Unemployment Insurance 
Act, 1920 It was regar ed as a test cage, 
there being a large-number of others of the 
same kind, the entire sum involved amount- 
ing, as was stated, to about £5,000. 

Tne question raised in the case was whether 
the works and repairing shops at Inchicore 
were @ separate establishment from the ‘irest 
Southern and Western Railway, Kingsbridge. 
Under a section of the Act it appeared a man | 
could not get. unemployment benefit if his | 
unemployment was caused through a trade 
dispute; and in this case, while there was 
no dispute at Inchicore repairing shops, 
there was a dispute at the railway. 

The King’s Bench Court had decided that, 
whether there was an error of law or nov on 
the part of the Umpire, they could not set 
aside his award. 

Mr. Dickie, K.C., who, with Mr. M. Maguire 
(instructed by Messrs. James O'Connor and 
Co.), appeared on behalf of Mr. Bowman in 
support of the application, stated that after | 
the judgment given the other day by the. 
Court, dismissing the ny og on the ground | 
that, as the award made by Mr. Healy did not 
incorporate the reasons given by him, there 
was nothing that could be considered an error 
in law on the face of the award, he discovered 
in The Tienes Law Reports a decision of the 
Privy Council in England, where Lord 
Dunedin, approving of a decision in the case | 
of Hodgkinson v. Fernie, stated that an error 
on the face of an award meant an error in law 
on the face of an award, meaning, in their 
lordships’ view, that they could find in the 
award, or a document actually incorporated 
thereto—as, for instance, a note appended by 
the arbitrator stating the reasons for his 
judgment—they could find some proposition of 
law which was the basis of the award, and 
which they could then say was erroneous. 

The Master of the Rolls, giving judgment, 
said that the whole of Lord Dunedin's decision 
depended upon the word “‘incorporated.”” In 
his opinion, the reasons were not in ted 
in this case, and consequently they must refuse 
the motion. 

Lord Justice Ronan concurred. 

Lord Justice O’Connor (dissenting) said that 
he was of opinion that the decision of Lord 
Dunedin in the case mentioned covered this 
case.

The Port of Dublin, 


, The attitude of organised Labour 
towards the development of trade in the 
Free State was revealed yesterday at 
the weekly meeting of the Dublin Port 
and Docks Board. Last Saturday morn- 
ing a five thousand ton ship, the ss. Maria 
Christina, arrived in Dublin from Lisbon 
with a cargo of two hundred tons of cattle- 
feeding cake and meal, consigned to 
Messrs. Paul and Vincent, Ltd., of Black. 
hall place. The vessel was berthed at 
Sir John Rogerson’s quay, in order that 
the goods might be carted directly to the 
firm’s warehouses, which are situated in 


the neighbourhood. The work of dis- 


charging the cargo was started, but when 
some 220 bags of cake had been landed a 
delegate from the Transport and Genera! 
Workers’ Union appeared on the scene. 
He ordered the men to refuse to handle 
the goods, and informed the firm at the 
same time that all the work in connection 
with the warehousing of the consignment 
must be done by casual labourers. 
Messrs. Paul and Vincent, naturally, re- 
fused to comply with this demand, on the 
ground that their permanent warehouse 
staff was quite capable of dealing with the 
imported goods, and that all the work 
outside their warehouse had been given 
already to casual dockers. As a result of 
this deadlock all work was stopped at the 
ship. No agreement could be reached, and 
the steamer was forced to leave Dublin on 
Wednesday evening without having dis- 
charged the remainder of her cargo. The 
Port and Docks Board has requested the 
Ministry of Labour to arrange another 
conference with the object of achieving 
a friendly settlement of the whole 
business. The ss. Maria Christina was 
the first steamer that her Portuguese 
owners have. sent to Dublin; and 
we shall not be surprised if it should 
prove to be the last, For months—indeed 
for years—Irish traders have been trying 


to encourage Continental firms to deal 
directly with the Port of Dublin; and, in 
view of the new Customs regulations, the 
necessity for direct trade with the 
Continent of Europe has become more 
obvious than ever. What will be the 
nature of the report which the master of 
the Maria Christina will make to his 
owners when he returns to Lisbon? Cer- 
tainly, it will net be a very good advertise- 
ment for the trading methods of the 
newly-born Free State. Every ‘rishman 
has a personal interest in this matter, be 
cause nothing could be more damaging to 
the nation’s credit abroad than such a 
glaring ‘instance of Labour's tyranny. 
Conduct of this kind ought be 
tolerated in any civilised community ; and 
we hope that Mr. Thomas Johnson will 
lose no time in repudiating it. The Free 
State’s future as a trading nation 
depends very largely the 
courtesy which is shown to foreign visitors 
to our ports. If every foreign ship were 
treated as the Maria Christina has been 
treated, the Port of Dublin very soon would 
be derelict.

(5) German industrialists are ready to 
give far-reaching reparations guarantees. 

(4) The German Government is anxious 
to enter at the earliest possible moment 
into negotiations as between equal 
parties. 

The Germans will not request the negotia- 
tions, but a plan is now being worked out to 
the last detail, so that Germany will be 


i ready to respond whenever she is asked to 


make a proposal, 

Earlier in the day the Chancellor received 
the leaders of the Ruhr trade unions, who 
asked for information on the general policy 
of the Government. The Chancellor's 
assurances were, apparently, satisfactory, for 
the Government and workers’ representatives 
agreed to continue the present policy of 
passive resistance, while not neglecting to 
endeavour to begin negotiations likely to lead 
to an honourable settlement.

Remarkable for its wide and representative 
character, embracing every phase of religious 
thought, an important protest against reli- 
gious pdrsecution in Russia has been issued, 
signed by the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
Cardina] Bourne, the President of the Na- 
tional Free Church Council, the Chief Rabbi, 
the Moderator of the Church of Scotland, 
the Rev| Dr. Clifford, and other Free Church 
ministers, and General Booth. The text of 
the protest is as follows :— 

To Alu. Mew AND Women or Goopwi1,— 
The las} few weeks have witnessed a portent 
which filled all generous-hearted men and 
women [with horror. The ruthless warfare 
which the Soviet Government of Russia has 
long catried on against all forms of religious 
belief has come to a head. During the period 
of the Soviet rule hundreds of thousands of 
religious people, and ministers of religion of 
all ranks and creeds, have been subjected to 
a savage persecution, the express object of 
which has been to root religion out of the 
land. 

The fentral facts for which religion stands 
have heen systematically outraged and in- 
suited.| The most sacred of religious festivals 
have bhen made the occasion for blasphemous 
travesti}, and at this moment the attack upon 
religion itself finds fresh illustration in the 
trial for their lives of the chief leaders of 
religion in Russia. 

The | Bolsheviks themselves have not dis- 
guiseed the purpose which they have in view, 
Ir their own journal, only three weeks ago, 
they epnfessed both their aim and their diffi- 
culty.

AUSTRALIAN PREMIER’S 
INTENTION. 


In a message from. Melbourne yesterday, 
The Times Correspondent states :—Mr. Bruce, 
the Prime Minister, in a speech to his con- 
stituents to-night, announced that Parliament 
would meet on June 135 for a ten werks’ seg- 
sion. «He himself would then leave for London 
to attend the Imperial and Economic Con- 
ferences, and Parliament would be sum- 
moned to meet again on his return ‘The 
Australian Government had desired the Im- 
perial Conference to open ©n November 1, 
but this date did not suit other Dominions. 

The Prime Minister made it clear that if 
Parliament were unwilling to adjourn on 
August 24, he would refuse to go to London 
as the Australian representative. It would 
be little short of tragic, he safd, if the Aus- 
tralian Prime Minister could not atiend, but 
he would not leave Parliament with the pos- 
sibility of taking hostile action during his 
absence, which might impair his authority 
to speak on behalf of the Commonwealth,

FEW CASES AFFECTED. 


The number of cases were ¥ small. The 
President said that it was relatively smell 
only from about two to six persons—and 
there could be no great smonnt of money in- 
volved. These cases were likely W be very 
serionaly fought again, and the re g of 
them, as far as costs were concerned, may 
a serious matter. He gave the reasons which 
the Government gave st the Dail for not ac- 
cepting the amendment. ;

AMPLE TIME FOR DEBATE, 


‘he Speaker took the chair in the Dail at 
ó,16 p.m. 

Mr. Darrell Figgis asked the President if 
he would set aside a day for discussion of the 
White Paper entitled. Ketimates of Receipts 
and Expenditure for the year ending dist 
March, 1924, handed to Deputies on Tuesday, 
27th March, and the financial position re- 
vealed therein. 

Mr. Cosgrave said that a eufficient oppor- 
tunity for the discussion of the matter ap- 
peared to be provided for on the resolution 
which he would propose at a later stage, and

CABRA ROAD MURDERS. 


Mr. Figgis asked the President if his atten- 
tion had been drawn to the recommendation 
of the Coroner's jury on the 4th inst. in re- 
gard to the murder of Christopher Breslin 
and Joseph Kiernan, that the relatives of the 
deceased in each case be compensated by the 
Government, and if he would say if this re- 
commendation would be accepted by the 
Executive Council. Further, he asked if the 
President would canse a public inquiry to be 
held into the circumstances of these mnrders 
as revealed in the evidence given at the in- 

nest. 

Mr. Cosgrave seid that the answer to the 
first part of the quesiion wae in the negative. 
As to the second part of the question, the 
Coroner’s inquiry was in iteelf a public in- 
quiry. The answer to the third pert of the 
question was that before he received the 
Deputy’s question, or had heard of it, he had 
already communicated with the Commander- 
in-Chief, who had instituted a military inquiry 
into the matter. ú 

Mr. Figgis—Arising out of the answer, will 
the President submit.in writing to the House 
the result.of the investigation instituted by 
the Commander-in-Chief? 

Mr. Cosgrave— That is not a matter for me. 
A Coroner's inquiry is a public inquiry, as the 
Deputy knows. it exhausts the whole sub- 
ject and the whole question. The Com- 
mander-in-Chief’s inquiry is a thing apart 
from that altogether. 

Mr. Johnson—Is there any possibility of the 
Minister for Home Affairs investigating « 
crime of this kind? 

President—l1 do not think that arises ont 
of the question. If a question is put down 
to the Minister for Home Affairs he will 
answer it. 

Mr. Figgis—Do I take it that the result of 
the investigation of the Commander-ia-Chief 
is not to be revealed to this House? 

Mr. Cosgrave--I have not said so. 

Mr. Figgis—Well, then, will they be re 
vealed to the House! 

Mr. Coagrave—I have not said so. 


EXTRADITION ACTS. 


Replying to Mr. O’Shannon (Labour), 

The Minister for Home Affairs said that the 
Extradition Acts, 1870-1906, did not apply to 
Saorstat Eireann, unless and until an Act of 
the Oireachtas made those Acts applicable 

Replying to a further question by Mr. 
O’Shannon, - 

The Minister for Home Affairs said that the 
Fugitive Offenders Act, 1561, did not, in the 
absence of an express enactment of the 
Oireachtas apply to the Free State. The pro- 
visions of the Petty Sessions (Ireland) Act, 
1851, and the Indictable Offences Act, 1848, 
which related to the execution of Irish war- 
rants in Great Britain, etc., and vice vere, 
and which were not inconsistent with the 
terms of the Constitution, remained in force 
in virtue of Article 73 of the Constitution. A 
person arrested under the provisions of those 
Acts might be surrendered without legal 
formalities mentioned in the question. 


HUNGER STRIKE, 


Mr. Darrell Figgis asked the Minister for 
Home Affairs whether Dr. Conn Murphy, who 
was arrested on the 2th March, was now, and 
had been since the 22nd March, on hunger 
strike, and if it was intended to charge him 
with any offence. 

General Mulcahy—Dr. Murphy has been on 
hunger strike since the’ 22nd March. A 
charge has been preferred against him. 


ELECTORAL BILL. 

The House took up the consideration of the 
Electoral Bill, 1923, as amended by the Senaie. 
The House approved the various amendments, 
and the bill was passed. 


SUMMER-TIME. | 


TOWN VERSUS COUNTRY. 


The House went into committee on the 
Summer-Time Bill, 1925. 

The Minister for Home Affairs (Mr. 
O’ Higgins) moved that Clause 1 stand part of 
the bill. 

Mr. Gorey (Wexford) was understood to say 
that he did not know that the bill was comin 
on that day, otherwise some further dust 
ments would have been put in. 

The Minister for Home Affairs said that it 
was obvious that the bill, if it was to be

ASK THE URBAN COUNCIL, 


The Minister for Home Affairs said that he 
could not accept thie theory that it would be 
a good idea to make the time throughont the 
country dependent on the majority vote of an 
Urban Council, and that was what the amend- 
ment came to. He remembered an o'd song 
with the refrain, “If you want to know the 
time ask a policeman,” but they might very 
well snbstitate the words, “If you want to 
know the time ask the Urban Council.” The 
effect of the resolution would be that in any 
urban area they could have different times pre- 
vailing. It was a fantastic amendment and 
unworthy of the depwty who proposed it. 

Mr. Davin (Labour) said that they all knew 
the time-tables of the railways were worked 
out at headquarters, and he could imagine in 
the County Dublin, for instance, the gnorning 
mail starting from the Kingsbridge at the 
new time and arrive at Inchicore at the old 
time, and have to wait an hour. He won- 
dered if Dr. M‘Cartan realised that difficulty? 

Dr. M‘Cartan said that they ali knew the 
railway time was the same all over the 
system, and supposing Dublin adopted 
summer time then the railway time would be 
the sare all over the cpuntry. 

Mr. Sears supported the amendment. He 
said that the Minister for Home Affairs had 
made out a very good ease for the application 
of the new time to towns and cities, and he 
for one would be very sorry to oppose the 
application of this bill if it applied only te 
the cities and towns. But why should city 
men insist on any man in the country getting 
up an hour earlier when it was not necessary. 
The Minister said that the people could ignore 
the law, but that was a dangerous doctrine. 
They should only make laws to have them 
respected. 

The Minister for Home Affairs raid that he 
was not inclined to make any such gugges- 
tion in regard to a mandatory law.

GOVERNMENT AND ARMY 
STATEMENTS IN LONDON 
NEWSPAPERS. 

Mr. Cosgrave moved the adjournment of 
the House until 3 p.m. to-day, and said that 
he would then make his financial statement. 
He did so because the discussdon upon the 
statement might take a considerable time. 

Mr. Johnson seconded the motion. 

Dr. M‘Cartan said that for some time past 
there had been very suggestive’ items of news 
appearing in the London papers in regard to 
aonditions in the Army in Ireland. One of 
the latest was a despatch which appeared in 
The Times of April 7th. The Dublin Cor- 
respondent of that paper said—*' Rumours 
concerning proposed changes in the National 
Army have been in circulation in Dublin dur- 
ing the past few weeks. It is impossible to 
trace them to their wrigin, but the general 
feeling seems to be that the civi arm of the 
Government does not exercise sufficient control 
over the Army, and that the combination of 
offices of Minister of Defence and Commander- 
in-Chief does not make for military efficiency. 
There is a movement a foot to bring the 
Army more directly under the civi! authorities, 
but the matter is extremely delicate, and is 
not likely to come to a head until the Dail 
meets next week, after the Easter recess. 

In the Morning Post of the 9th April, two 
days later, there was another article on the 
same subject. It was copied into the 
Bajaet News-Letter of the 10th April. In 
that article very serious statements were 
made, which called for an explanation or a 
statement of some kind from the Government. 
It was suggested in that article that the Com- 
mander-in-Chief or the Minister of Defence 
intrigued while in the Army to put at the 
head of the Army the members of a secret 
organisation. If that was so, it was &A 
serious offence. It was serious if that was 
the objective, and he thought that it should 
be denied, or that there should be something 
said about it. 

The article stated:—“Two things were 
concentrated upon—the raising of the gunmen 
stalwarts of the Irish Republican brother- 
hood to the superior jobs at Portobello and 
elsewhere, and the elimination of British 
officers and others who, it was suspected, 
might behave inconveniently in case the flower 
of bright Republicanism should suddenly 
blossom on General Mulcahy’s baton.”’ 

Again, the article stated:—“ The general 
idea of the intriguers was to make the Irish 
Republican Brotherhood the connecting link 
between the Republicans and the Free State 
Army. Needless to say, Coagrave, 0’ Higgina, 
and the rest of the Cabinet knew what was 
on foot long before General Murphy discovered 
it, and they may have been working hard 
to get the Free State Army really under 
Cabinet control; but until the last week or 
two Portobello has been too much for them.” 

Further on he said it was stated—*“ Wi 
Hurley at Portobello s game. began to be 
positively apparent, and the Cabinet finally 
acrewed up its courage, or, to be more 
accurate, Kevin O'Higgins screwed up the 
rest of the Cabinet's courage to do something 
about it. [% has been done, and not,one may 
believe, without a good deal of opposition.”’ 

Finally, Dr. McCartan read the following ex- 
tract: “ The Army Council has been abolished.

He had. read articles dealing with other 
departments, and with the Army, in some 
other papers that were hostile to them— 
articles that could only have been written by 
some person who was actuated by no other 
motive than an eudeavour to shake confidence 
in the Government, or in the stable conditions 
that were gradually obtaining in the country. 

The most recent ‘instances of this were in 
connection with the Seilors’ and Soldiers’ 
Housing Act. The apparent idea behind them 
was that the Government was hostile to the 
Act, that the Minister of Defenee was hostile 
to it, and did not wish to see the Act put 
into operation.

That the 
Army should be under contro] of the Govern- 
ment was the position that he and those aseso- 
ciated with him in the Army were most 
zealous should be absolutely safeguarded. 

He thought that the members of the House 
and the public at large—though they might 
indulge in eriticism—must feel that the Army 
was perfectly responsive to the Government in 
its actions. 

There wae another point that he felt from 
time to time more or less put into the dock 
about, and that was the talk that made him 
feel that he was more a soldier defending the 
Army and anything that the Army did than a 
responsible cog yn the machine of Government 
controlling the Army. He felt that he had 
ae Fa in the position of standing up to 
defend an inefficient Army and saying that 
it waa efficient. i 

He thought that anybody who had his eyes 
about him could speak of the efficiency of the 
work of the Army. They had taken a very 
scattered situation, and had gradualiy pulled 
the threads of it so tight that they were able 
to see in the rough what the general effect of 
the work of the Army bad been in the 
Southern counties by the document that they 
had captured recently. These captures spoke 
of the finer work of the Army and of the 
operations in which the unfortunate Liam 
Lynch lost his life. 


DIRECTED BY WIRELESS.
